DITOK ItBi'uitucAN :—The directors ol 


the State of California Kaisin Growers' 
aud Packers' Company think that the 
time has come to let the growers know 
Lhc names of those packers who have 
joined the combination, and also ol 
those who have, up to date, refused to 
do BO. They hoar that many growers 
havo been induced to sign contracts 
with firms and corporations of packers 
on the statement that euch parties 
would either join the combination, or 
that they were in accord with it, whicli 
really amounts to nothing, as, unless 
they become actual members of the 
company and put up their certilied 
checks there is nothing binding on them, 
mid every one who packs with them 
helps to cut his own throat and those of 
his neighbors. If any grower baa signed 
a contract with any firm on such state- 
ments lie bus signed under a groea mis- 
representation of facts, and should at 
once cancel his contract and place his 
raisins in the bauds of some packer who 
is a member of the combination, or in- 
sist upon said firm at once joining the 
company and putting up their certified 
checks. 


The next few days are very critical for 


,he thorough, success of the company, 
and those packers who do not join the 
company know it and will take every 
advantage of the situation to entice the 
unwary grower into their net. We have 
iow, as nearly as can be estimated, a 
'ull 80 per cent of the raisin output of 
the valley in the combination, and with 
a little effort we shall pull the amount 
up to 90 per cent. 


At the next meeting, September 4th, 


the packers will be called upon to put 
up their certified checks and the com- 
lany will appoint its inspectors and be 
ready for business. There are eeveral 
eastern firms of brokers and handlers of 


itiR in the market inducing growers 


o consign to them on promising u cash 
oiler in the sweat box. We have indis- 
mtablw evidence lliat some uf thetiO 
Iriiie are already offering raisins below 
.he combination prices, and stating Hint 
.hey will continue lo do BO. The grow- 
ers will therefore see how utterly reek- 
ess and regardless of tiieir own interests

ban they would do by packing with a 
nember of thia company, but a atill 
ower one in the future.

A very busy scene revealed itself to 


the eye of a REI-UIILICAN reporter when 
he vifitcd the works of the Gas and 
Electric Light Company on Tuoluiune 
itreet between 1 and J last night. 


The change from Cimmerian darkness 


to dazzling light was as complete as it 
was agreeable. The reporter who had 
been going the rounds of the unlimited 
streets from Ventura on tlie south to 
Tuolmnne on tho north, and from U on 
the east to D on the west, had shared 
very fully tho perils which beset pedes- 
trians in this particular era on moonless 
nights, pitch dark sidewalks and dan- 
gerous crossings where buggies without 
lights give practical demonstrations of 
the unwisdom of keeping in the middle 
of the road. 


When the reporter entered the build- 


ing there was it whirr of wheels and a 
blinding light. All hands have been at 
work day and night since the beginning 
of the week to get tbe machinery ami 
\yirea in readiness for the experimental 
lighting of the city on Saturday. 


This measure lias been resorted to by 


the company to give tiie trustees an ob- 
ject ICBSOII aa to what can be accom- 
plished in the direction of economic 
lighting. The power of the lamps will 
l>e reduced about 20 per cent, but the 
number will be the panic as before tho 
city trustees cutoff the city lights in 
Jic spring of tho present year. On n 
l>rinciple that it liulf luat is bolter than 
no bread, the lighting of the city with 
the full number of huiipH, oven if tho 
jandle power be reduced, will be cer- 
tainly appreciated by the citizens, to 
whom at this season Ihe matter of un- 
ighted streets, especially in the mib- 
irba, represents u condition of personal 
peril. 


The electric light plant at tbe Tuol- 


muie street works has had to be remod- 
eled to meet thu changes which aro pro- 


eil to be Bubmittoil in practical form 


or the consideration of the trustees.
